Claim 9 would require further consideration under 35 USC 112(2) because it is unclear what is "an isolated nucleic acid molecule coding 
consisting of the sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 and coding for v-IL-6, which is obtainable by recombinant expression". 

Claim 10 would require further consideration under 35 USC 1 12(2) because SEQ ID NO: 2 is an amino acid sequence and not a nucleic 
acid molecule as claimed. 

Claim 1 1 may be duplicate of claim 9 as as the claimed subject matter of claim 9 is unclear 

Claim 34-35 would require further consideration under 35 USC1 12(2) because claim 34 does not recite any active process. 

In addition, the amendment filed on Paper No. 18, 12/31/01 fails to comply Amendment Practice under 37 CFR § 1.121 because the 
marked up version does not matches with the clear version of the amended claims (see claim 5, 8, and 9).
